Q— What salary do you say is paid 
by Paris to its Mayor, (who is also 
chairman of the improvement commit- 
ee)? 

A— $1,200.00 per year. 

Q— Great Scott! What! $700.00 more 
than any city of the same class in Ken- 
tucky, and $200.00 more than any two 
cities of the same class in Kentucky? 
A — That is a fact. 

Q— Add together what the Mayors of 
all the following well known cities of 
the fourth-class put together get, as 
compared with what Paris pays its 
Mayor, namely: 

Mt. Sterling, 

Georgetown, 

Cynthiana, 

Versailles, 

Shelbyville, 

Lawrenceburg, 

Lebanon, 

Somerset, 

Catlettburg? 

A— Paris has to pay its Mayor 
$280.00 per year more than all of the 
above Mayors put together receive. 

Q— Now take the cities right around 
us of the same class with Paris? 

A— The cities • of the &urth class 
around us are Winchester, Mt. Sterl- 
ing, Cynthiana, Georgetown, Versailles, 



(Lexington belongs to the cities of the 
second class). 

Q -Compare what these pay their 
Mayor with what Paris pays its Mayor? j 

A — Winchester, Mt. Sterling, Cynthi- 
ana. Georgetown and Versailles all pus 
together pay their Mayors $190.00 lest 
per year than Paris has to pay one 
Mayor. 

Q— What about the population of 
Paris as compare^ with each of the fol- 
lowing cities in Kentucky of the same 
class. Honkinsville, Dayton, Richmond 
and Bellevue? 

A— According to the last census each 
of the above four places is^larger than 
Paris. 

Hopkinsville, population, 7280. 

Dayton, 6104. 

Richmond 4653. 

Bellevue, 6332. 

Paris, 4W3. 

Q— What about the salaries paid their 
Mayors? 

A— The Mayor of Paris gets several 
hundred dollars per year more than all 
of them, Hopkinsville, Dayton, Rich- 
mond, and Bellevue, put together; 
though the combined population ot 
those four cities is 24369 as against 
Paris with 4603, or 19763 more than 
Paris. 

Q— Who fixes the salary or pay of 
the Mayor and chairman of the im- 
provement committee? 

A— The city council oi each city. 

Q— When was the salary of the May- 
or and chairman of improvement com- 
.mittee of Pans fixed at $1200.00 per 
year? 

A— By ordinance passed Oct. 26th, 
1905. 

Q— What was the Mayor’s salary in 
Paris before that date? 

A- Only $300.00 per year. 

Q -What was the salary paid chair- 
man of improvement committee of 
Paris before that time? 

A — Nothing. 

Q— What salary did members of the 
city council of Paris receive prior to 
that date? ^ * 

A— Nothing. 

Q— On Oct. 26th, 1905, at the time the 
salary of the Mayor was increased 
from $300.00 to {1200.00 per year by 
ordinance, did that same ordinance 
pruvide any pay thereafter for mem- 
bers of the city council? 

A— Yes, $3.00 per each regular meet- 
ing night. 

Q— Who were the members of the 
city council on Oct. 26th, 1905? 

A— The only members present that 
night were O’Brien, Brannon, Webb, 
and Parrish. 

Q —When the ordinance was passed 
who was running for Mayor of Paris? 

A— James M. O’Brien. 

Q— When the ordinance was passed 
who, of these councilmen pres«rnt,were 
nominees for re-election as members 
ot the city council? 

A— Webb, Brannon and Parrish. 

Q -How long before the November 
election 1905, was this ordinance passed, 
changing the salary of the Mayor from 
^00.00 to $1200.00 per year, and allow- 
ing $3.00 per night to each member of 
the council? * 

A— Only 12 days. 

Q— What is the shortest time, under 
the Statutes, before an election for 
bringing out an opposing candidate? 

A— 15 days, by petition. 

Q— Had this limit ot 15 days before 
the election expired when this ordin- 
ance was passed, Oct. 26th, 1905? 

A — Yes, it was only 12 days before 
the election, Nov. 7, 1905. 

Q — Was it then possible, before the 



electionSin Nov. 7th, 1905, to nominate 
an opposing candidate against either 
of those four persons? 

A— No. 

Q-;On October 26th, 1905, when 

O’Brien, Webb, Brannon and Parrish 
passed this ordinance, increasing the 
Mayor’s salary from $300.00 to $1200.00 
per year, and the pay of the council* 
men from nothing to $3.00 per meeting 
how long had they been nominees for 
Mayor and members of the council? 

A— Since the primary election held 
July 12th. 1905. 

Q— After they became nominees on 
July 12th, 1905, could they have passed 
such an ordinance at any time before 
the 15-day limit for bringing out an 
opposing candidate at the November 
election 1905, had expired? 

A— Yes, either before the primary 
on July 12th, 1905, or after that time at 
any time and before the 15 days limit 
prior to Nov. 1905, election. 

Q— Did James M. O’Brien, then a 
member of the council and nominee 
for Mayor, vote on this ordinance, in- 
creasing the salary from $300.00 to 
$1200.00 per year? 

A-He did 

Q -Did he vote for or against the or- 
dinance? 

A— He voted for it, in favor of pass- 
ing it. I refer you to the proceedings 
of the city council of October 26, 1905. 
This is a public record and anybody can 
go and look at it and verify the cor- 
rectness of my statement as to how he 
voted. 

Q - When O’Brien became a candi- 
date for the nomination of Mayor, at 
the primary in July, 1905, what was the 
salary of the Mayor of Paris. 

A- $300.00 per year. 

Q— What was the salary or pay of 
the chairman of improvement commit- 
tee? 

A— Nothing. 

Q— How much did this ordinance of 
October 26th, 1905, cost the tax payer 
of Paris, and add to the Mayor’s office 
for the term O’Brien was to fill the 
office of Mayor? 

A — The Mayor is elected for a term 
of four years. The ordinance increas- 
ed O’Brien’s salary $900.00 per year 
or $3600.00 for the term of four years. 
That ordinance also cost the city 
$3.00 per meeting for each member of 
the city council. 

Q— Do you mean that in addition to 
coating the city $3.00 per meeting for 
each member of the council who attend- 
ed the meetings that ordinance cost the 
tax payers $3600.00 more for the office 
of Mayor than what the last Mayor re- 
ceived for the like period oj four years 
prior to November, 1905? 

A —Yes, that is what I mean. Not 
only $3.00 per night for each member 
of the council at each meeting, tiut 
$3600.00 additional for the next t«Mi 
of the Mayor— out of the pockets of 
the tax payers— into the pockets of 
those who voted that ordinance on the 
tax payers — just 12 days before the 
election— too late for any opposing can- 
didate to enter the contest. 

Q— Figure a little for me. O’Brien 
voted himself $1200 a year.or $4800 for 
his four years term. His predecessors 
received $300 per year. How long 
would they have had to serve the city 
at the rate paid them to have realized 
the $4800 collected by O’Brien in four 
years? 

A— 16 years.

A Card From Coonty Attoroey I. E.^Moore, Jr. 

To the voters of the ciiy of Paris : 

Gentlemen :— In its last issue the Kentuckian-Citizen published an article 
headed “Political Catechism’’ and signed “Taxpayer” which seeks to create 
the impression that in voting for an ordinance fixing the salary of city officers 
for the term of office beginning January 1, 1906, Mayor O’Brien and Ciuncil- 
raan Webb, Parrish and Brannon committed some illegal or improper act. As I 
was City Attorney a^the time and prepared the ordinance in question, 1 feel 
that I owe it to the above named officials, to you and to myself to make public 
the facts. During the eight years I served the City in that capacity, it wsts 
not only my official duty but it was my invariable custom to prepare such or- 
dinances and notify the Council as to the proper time to pass them. On 
October 26, 1905, in the discharge of my duty and without being required to do 
30 by anyone and without consulting anyone prepared the ordinance in ques- 
tion and gave it to Mr.- Webb, one of the members of the Finance Committee 
and told him to have it passed by the Council at its meeting that evening, 
which would be the last meeting before the election. There is no statute re- 
-quiring such ordinances to be passed at any particular time. The only thing 
necessary is to avoid running counter to the constitutional provision which pro- 
hibits any change in the compensation of an officer after his election or ap- 
pointment. The ordinance was complete when 1 gave it to Mr. Webb with the 
exception of the amount of the salaries which were left blank. The ordinance 
added very largely to the Mayor’s duties and made the position much more 
onerous than ever before. The members of the Finance Committee, Mr. Webb 
and Mr. Parrish recognizing this faci, and feeling that any person who properly 
attended to the duties of the office should incur some adequate compensation 
recommended that the salary be fixed at $1,200.00 per year. This was agreed to 
by Mayor Perry and Mr. Branncn, the other members pre«ent, after the sala- 
ries of the other elective officers of the city, which were all included in the 
same ordinance had been agreed upon, the ordinance was offered as a whole 
and adopted by the votes of the four members present and approved by Mayor 
Perry. The city charter requires a quorum to be present before business 
' can be legally transacted and makes four members a qupnjixn. At the meeting 
of which this ordinance was passed, Mr. Montgomery, one of the members of 
the Coucnil, was and had been for months out of the city and Mr. Woods and 
Mr. Rassenfoss, the other two roembors. were absent on account of the death 
of a sister of Mr. Woods and a sister-iA-law of Mr. Rassenfoss. This left only 
a quorum present and in order to carry out my instructions it was necessary 
for the record to show that each member voted in order to make the ordinance 
effective. When the ordinance was offere<Las a whole, as it was necessary for 
him to vote, Mr. O'Brien, who could hardly vote against the passage of an or- 
■dinance fixing the salaries of all city officers, merely because one section of 
the ordinance fixed the salary of an office to which he might be elected voted 
“aye.” This is the molehill which “A Taxpayers” is attempting to make into 
a mountain. Hoping that this simple statement ot the facts will be sufficient 
to show you the matter in the proper light and remove any false impression 
you may be laboring under I am,

Taft Wants to Keep “Our Jo.“ 

I Information received from Panama 
I indicates that the resignation of Gov. 
J. C. S. Blackburn may not be handed 
in after all, and the information also 
I shows that the best of feeling exists 
! between President Taft and Gov. 

I Blackburn— in other words, Gov.Black- 
I bum has not been asked to resign, but, 
on the other hand, has been urged to 
remain in office. 

j This information comes by lutter 
from a Kentuckian who was present 
at the reception given by Governor 
Blackburn to President Taft during 
the latter’s last visit to the isthmus, 
some weeks after his election. On 
this occasion Gov. Blackburn in his 
characteristic way said : 

1 “Mr. President I am getting old 
J and have but a few years to live. I 
I am getting tired of this job down here 
! and 1 want to resign and go back to 
j my home in Kentucky to pass the re-

i The North Pole. 

! Dr. Frederick A. Cook, of Brooklyn, 
i who in July, 1907, departed in search 
i of the North Pole and who had not 
been heard from for over a year, start- 
led the civilized world Wednesday, with 
a telegram from Lerwich, in the Shet- 
land Islands, announcing that he reach- 
edl the pole April 21, 1908. Dr. Cook 
is returning on th^ steamer Hans 
Egide, due at Copenhagen Saturday. 
In his final dash for the pole Dr. Cnok 
was not accompanied by any white 
man, four EIsquimaux being his only 
companions. The news of his success 
is generally credited by scientific 
men. 

Of all the billions of people who 
have inhabited the world since time 
began Dr. Cook is the first white man 
whose geographical location has been 
such that he could look in but one di- 
lection. When he reached the North 
Pole there was no direction for him 
but South. 

Much is now being said about what 
this great discovery means. Sir 
Robert Ball, former astronomer of the 
Royal Observatory, Jnow Professor of 
Astronomy at Cambridge University, 
and one of the most distinguished Brit- 
ish scientists, has written the follow- 
ing statement on what the discovery 
of ♦he North Pole exactly means : 

“Two questions being asked all over 
the civilized world today are ; 

‘First— Why does anyone want to 
go to the North Pole? 

‘Second— How does he know when 
he’s there?’ 

i “To answer the second question, 
first, the :i)itriner who finds his altitude 
in,the Northern Hemisphere to ,be 90 
degrees knows he can be no where eke 
than at the North Pole. The astronu^i.- 
er will tell you that to any one stand- 
ing at the North Pole the sun rises and 
set only once a year— six months day- 
light, and six months night, mitigated 
only by a little twilight at the begin- 
ing and end of a period of awful 
gloom, broken by occasional sunlight 
I or aurora.
